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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner 's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 

1 .3 1 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Lawrence Craine at 312-360-0080 on Thursday 30 September 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the specifications, page 6, line 2, -one- was inserted between "only" and "of ; 
Page 6, line 11, "62" was replaced with —63—. 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: On Figure 3, all occurrences (there are four occurrences) of "62" were 
replaced with -63—. In order to avoid abandonment of the application, applicant must make 
these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to anticipate or show in combination a power tool comprising an elongated plastic 
housing having a motor mounted partially within the housing and having an elongated 
cylindrical motor output shaft extending from a front portion of the housing and having at least 
one hole in the side surface thereof, a locking member located in the front end portion and 
having a pin portion slideable in a channel defined by at least one channel wall formed in the 
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plastic front end portion of the tool for engaging the output shaft hole to lock the motor shaft 
from rotation, a front end metal portion having at least two mating sections configured to fit over 
the plastic front end portion, the metal portion having a pair of spaced apart structural ribs 
oriented transverse to the output shaft and extending inwardly toward the output shaft, the ribs 
terminating on opposite sides of the channel wall. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. MacDonald, Hunger et al, Okumura, Robinson et al, Arakawa et al, Hanke, Chung, 
Habermehl, Chen, Droste, and Holzer et al are cited to show related references.
